Section 503(a) of the Act provides that the Commission skzll receive and
determine in accozdance with applicable substantive law, including inter-
national law, thke amount and validity of clzims by retionals of the United
States against the CGovernment of Cuba arising since Januzary 1, 1959 for

losses resulting from the nationalization, expropria-

tion, intervention oxr other taking of, or special

measures directed against,property including any rights

¢r interests therein cwned wholly or partizlly, directly

or indirectly at the time by nationazls cf the United
States, .



Section 504 of the Act provides, as to ownership of claims, that

A claim shall not be considered under section 503(a)

of this title unless the property on which the claim

was based was owned wholly or partially, directly ox
indirectly by a national of the United States on the

date of the loss and if considered shall be considered

only to the extent the claim has been held by one or

more nationals of the United States continuously there-
after until the date of filing with the Commission.

Section 502 (1) of the Act defines the term ‘'national of the United
States' as "(B) a corporation or other legal entity which is organized
under the laws of the United States, or «f. any State; the District of
Columbia, or the Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, if natural persons who are
citizens of the United States own, directly or indirectly, 50 per centum
or more of the outstanding capital stock or other beneficial interest of
such corporation or entity,”

Evidence of record in this claim, including copies of documents
previously filed by claimant corpozation with the Imited States District
Court for the Eastern District of Louisiazna disclose that claimant was
incorporated under the laws cf the Republic of Panamz,

From the foregcing, it is clesr that the property upon which this

claim is based was not owned by & corperetion which qualifiss as a

organized under the laws cf the United States, or of any State, the
District of Columbia, or the Ccmmonwezlth of Puexto Rico, as is waquired
under the provisions of Section 502(1){B) of Title V of the Act.

Since the claimant corporation wes not organized under the laws of

the United States, or of any Stzte, the District cf Columbia, or the

Cr-1843

Commonwealth of Puerto Rico, the Commission finds that the claim is
not a claim of a national of the United States as defined in Sec-
tion 502(1)(B) of the.Act, and it is accordingly denied.

The Commission deems it unnecessary to make other determinations
with respect to this claim.
